WASHINGTON I With Hurricane Isabel loom- 
ing just off the coast of North Carolina, thou- 
sands were fleeing coastal areas and the 
nation’s capital prepared for the worst. 

The federal government announced it 
would be closed Thursday, the District of 
Columbia government closed its offices and 
the Washington area’s public transit system 
announced it would close early in prepara- 
tion for Hurricane Isabel. 

The decision to give 350,000 federal work- 
ers the day off was made in “an abundance of 
caution,” an Office of Personnel Management 


spokesman said. Federal workers were urged 
to follow the news Thursday for an announce- 
ment on Friday’s status. 

Metro officials announced that the 
entire transit system would close at 11 a.m. 
Thursday because of the danger posed by 
winds exceeding 40 mph. 

“We will complete trips on rail and bus to 
get everyone where they need to be by 1 or 2 
p.m.,” said Metro CEO Richard White. 

The strength of the storm has emergency 


officials on alert. 

“We know we’re going to see significant 
wind and rains,” said Peter LaPorte, director of 
the D.C. Emergency Management Agency. 

Many public safety agencies in the region 
announced they would delay responses to 
non-life-threatening emergencies when 
winds topped 50 mph. 

“A 50 mph wind can push an ambulance 
right off the street, a 65 mph can do the same 
to a full-sized fire truck,” said a spokesman 
for D.C. Fire and Emergency Medical Services 
Department, derrill holly (ap)

House Passes Tax Cuts 
Aimed at Spurring Donations 

The House on Wednesday passed 
more than $12 billion in tax cuts to 
encourage charitable giving, while 
some Democrats said the bill’s gen- 
erosity will cost future generations 
billions in extra debt.

NAGSHEAD,N.C. | Hurricane Isabel 
closed in on North Carolina’s Outer 
Banks on Wednesday with 105 mph 
winds and the potential for up to 
a foot of rain, threatening to cause 
ruinous flooding across a huge 
swath of the already soggy East. 

Isabel had weakened to a 
Category 2 hurricane from a 
Category 5, l60-mph monster, 
but was still expected to be dan- 
gerous when it hit the barrier 
islands Thursday morning with a 
storm surge of up to 11 feet.

SAN FRANCISCO | California’s pro - 
recall forces urged a federal appeals 
court Wednesday to reverse course 
and allow the election to go forward 
as originally planned on Oct. 7- 
A three-judge panel of the San 
Francisco-based appeals court 
agreed with arguments made by 
the American Civil Liberties Union 
in ruling Monday that the election 
must be postponed to avoid using 
error-prone punch-card ballot

WASHINGTON | President Bush said 
Wednesday there was no evidence 
that Saddam Hussein was involved 
in the terrorist attacks of Sept. 11, 
2001 — disputing an idea held by 
many Americans. 

“There’s no question that 
Saddam Hussein had al Qaeda ties,” 
the president said. But he also said, 
“We have no evidence that Saddam 
Hussein was involved with the Sept. 
11” attacks. 

The president’s comment was 
in line with a statement Tuesday 


by Defense Secretary Donald 
Rumsfeld, who said he not seen 
any evidence that Saddam was 
involved in the attacks. 

Yet, a new poll found that nearly 
70 percent of respondents believed 
the Iraqi leader probably was per- 
sonally involved. 

The administration has argued 
that Saddam’s government had close 
links to al Qaeda, the terrorist net- 
work led by Osama bin Laden that 
masterminded the Sept. 11 attacks.

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Clark Joins 2004 
Presidential Race 


LITTLE ROCK, ARK. | Retired Army 
Gen. Wesley Clark entered a crowd- 
ed and wide-open race for the 
Democratic presidential nomina- 
tion on Wednesday. 

“We’re going to run a campaign 
that will move this country forward 
not back,” Clark said, promising to 
“talk straight to the American 
people.” 

Clark, 58, became the 10th 
Democrat in the race, joining a 
contest that has been under way 
for months. 


He entered with no experience 
in elective office and no history on 
domestic policy, but offered one 
thing Democrats crave: New hope 
of undercutting President Bush’s 
wartime popularity. 

Clark immediately took aim 
at President Bush, saying his eco- 
nomic policies “have cost us more 
jobs than our economy has had the 
energy to create.”

Hispanic Population Still Surging

WASHINGTON |The nation’s Hispanic 
population is keeping up its explo- 
sive growth of the 1990s, led by 
states in the South and West, the 
first detailed Census Bureau esti- 
mates since the 2000 national head 
count show. 

Analysts cited higher birth rates 
for Hispanics and a continued influx 
of new immigrants looking for jobs 
— even during a period when the 
U.S. economy slowed — as key rea- 
sons for the increase. 

California still has the largest 


number of Hispanics with 11.9 mil- 
lion, about one-third of its total pop- 
ulation, followed by Texas, New 
York, Florida and Illinois. 

Los Angeles County had the larg- 
est population of Hispanics among 
counties (4.5 million), and Webb 
County, Texas, on the U.S. -Mexico 
border, which includes Laredo, was 
the county where Hispanics com- 
prised the highest proportion of the 
population (95 percent). 

Hispanics are the nation’s largest 
minority group. The Census Bureau 
released a report in June that found 
the Latino population stood at 38.8 
million, an increase of almost 9 per- 
cent in the two years ending July 
2002. That was four times the

Ashcroft to 
Declassify 
Library Data 

Justice Dept, will 
reveal frequency of 
FBI record requests 

WASHINGTON | The federal govern- 
ment will disclose how many times 
the FBI has sought records from 
libraries and businesses under the 
USA Patriot Act, Attorney General 
John Ashcroft said Wednesday. 

Ashcroft told the president of the 
American Library Association, Carla 
Hayden, in a telephone call that he 
was removing the veil of secrecy on 
one of the most contentious pro- 
visions of the anti-terrorism law, 
passed following the Sept 11 attacks. 

Justice Department officials did 
not release the numbers but said 
they could be made available soon. 

Ashcroft’s phone call comes after 
he delivered two speeches this week 
criticizing as “baseless hysteria” the 
contention by some librarians and 
civil liberties groups that the FBI 
could use Section 215 of the Patriot 
Act to snoop into Americans’ read- 
ing habits.

Action is first time 
al Qaeda chief legally 
blamed for attacks 

MADRID, SPAIN I Spain’s leading 
investigating judge issued the first 
known indictment against Osama 
bin Laden in the Sept. 11 attacks on 
Wednesday, accusing al Qaeda of 
using the country as a base to plot 
the devastating strikes on New York 
and Washington. 

Investigative magistrate Baltasar 
Garzon indicted 35 people for ter- 
rorist activities connected to bin 
Laden’s al Qaeda network. The 
indictment charged bin Laden 
and nine others with membership 


in a terrorist organization and “as 
many crimes of terrorist murder ... 
as there were dead and injured” in 
the deadly Sept. 11, 2001 attacks.

BBC Writer Admits Errors 


Author of disputed 
report on Iraq dossier 
says story was flawed 

LO N D 0 N I A BBC reporter acknowl- 
edged Wednesday that he made sev- 
eral errors in a report that accused 
the government of British Prime 
Minister Tony Blair of “sexing up” 
an intelligence dossier on Iraq. 

Andrew Gilligan apologized to a 
judicial inquiry for indirectly identi- 
fying his source, biological weapons 
expert David Kelly, to a member of 
Parliament. Kelly apparently killed 
himself shortly after being publicly 
identified. 

Gilligan also said he was wrong 
to attribute particular phrases in 
the report to his then-unidenti- 
fied single source. In his May 29 
broadcast, Gilligan said that one 
of the officials in charge of draw- 
ing up the dossier on Iraqi weapons

alleged that Blair’s office inserted a 
claim that Iraq could deploy chemi- 
cal or biological weapons within 45 
minutes’ notice, when it knew the 
information was wrong. 

Gilligan, speaking to the inquiry 
into Kelly’s death, said Wednesday 
that he had made a slip of the tongue 
during a live broadcast when he 
said, referring to the 45 -minute 


claim, that the government “prob- 
ably knew it was wrong.” 

Kelly had suggested that some 
people in the intelligence services 
did not want the claim included 
but had never actually made it 
clear that the government was 
informed of their disagreement, 
Gilligan said. 

“I regret ... that I didn’t report 
entirely carefully and accurately 
what he said,” Gilligan said. “My 
error was to ascribe that statement 
to him when it was actually a con- 
clusion of mine.” 

The dossier was a key element in 
winning public support for the war 
in Iraq, and it set off an intense fight 
between the BBC and Blair’s gov- 
ernment, which vehemently denied 
overruling intelligence advice.

Likely Destroyed 


Former U.N. inspector 
says Saddam may have 
sought to mislead 

WASHINGTON I Former U.N. chief 
weapons inspector Hans Blix 
believes Iraq destroyed most of its 
weapons of mass destruction 10 
years ago, but kept up the appear- 
ance that it had them to deter a 
military attack. 

In an interview with an 
Australian radio station broad- 
cast Wednesday, Blix said it was 
unlikely the U.S and British teams 
now searching for weapons in Iraq 


would find more than some “docu- 
ments of interest.” 

“I’m certainly more and more 
[drawn] to the conclusion that Iraq 
has, as they maintained, destroyed 
all, almost, of what they had in the 
summer of 1991,” Blix said. “The 
more time that has passed, the 
more I think it’s unlikely that any- 
thing will be found.” 

Blix, who spent three years 
searching for Iraqi chemical, bio- 
logical and ballistic missiles, said 
Iraq might have tried to fool the 
United States into believing it had 
weapons of mass destruction over 
the years in order to deter attack.

Says he could still call 
referendum before 
next national election 

LONDON I British Prime Minister 
Tony Blair said Wednesday that he 
could call a referendum on joining 
the European single currency before 
Britain’s next national election. 

Blair, answering questions in 
the House of Commons, rejected 
Conservative Party leader Iain 
Duncan Smith’s call to rule out 
a referendum before the election, 
which must be held by mid-2006. 

Blair’s government has said it 
favors joining the euro when eco- 
nomic conditions are right, but 
opinion polls show strong majori- 
ties opposed to the euro. 

“Why doesn’t the prime minister 
admit what everybody else knows, 
that his dreams, his schemes and 
his hopes to scrap the pound are 
utterly wrecked?” Duncan Smith 
charged. 

“I see absolutely no reason for 
this country to say it will foreclose 
its options, and rule out member- 
ship of a single currency,” Blair 
said. “We should ... keep the option 
open.” (AP)

may halt attacks 

RAMALLAH, WEST BANK I Palestinian 
leader Yasser Arafat offered a new 
truce to Israel on Wednesday, after 
Palestinian officials said the mili- 
tant group Hamas signaled it might 
agree to stop attacking Israelis. 

Interviewed on Israel TV, Arafat 
was asked if there was a possibility 
for a cease-fire. “Of course,” he said. 
“You’re invited. The announcement 
was made yesterday,” referring to 
remarks by his security adviser.

FAIRFAX, VA. I International laws 
and treaties do not prohibit 
Virginia from executing juveniles, 
a judge ruled Wednesday in the case 
against teenage sniper suspect Lee 
Boyd Malvo. 

Defense lawyers had argued that 
an overwhelming consensus of for- 
eign nations and certain interna- 
tional treaties combine to bar the 
execution of people under 18 at the 
time of their crime. 

Malvo, now 18, was 17 during 
last year’s D.C.-area sniper spree 
in October. 

“The world has spoken. This isn’t 


a close call. This is the world against 
us,” said defense lawyer Craig Cooley 
on Wednesday. 

Prosecutors rejected the argu- 
ment that international law 
trumped state or 
U.S. law.

Horan Jr. said the 
only treaty rati- 
fied by the United 
States that prohib- 
its the execution of 
juveniles contains a 
specific exclusion adopted by the 
U.S. Senate rejecting that part of 
the treaty.

Plan Would Make 
Caffeine Legal 
For Olympians 

C LY M P I C S I Drinking too much cof- 
fee or taking a common cold tablet 
will no longer get athletes disquali- 
fied from the Olympics. 

A positive test for marijuana, 
though, will still result in a drug 
penalty. So will the medication at 
the center of American sprinter 
Kelli White’s doping scandal. 

That’s the scenario under 
the proposed new global list of 
banned substances drawn up by 
the World Anti-Doping Agency, The 
Associated Press has learned. 

Among the key recommenda- 
tions: caffeine and pseudoephed- 
rine, an ingredient of the cold rem- 
edy Sudafed, will be removed from 
the banned category. Marijuana will 
remain on the list. 

Modafinil, which could cost 
White her two world champion- 
ship gold medals, is specifically 
named for the first time among 
the banned stimulants. 

If ratified, it will go into effect 
Jan. 1 and apply to all sports 
and all countries covered by 
WADA’s global anti-doping code.

MUSIC I First appearing on “Saturday 
Night Live” in 1984, The Folksmen, 
a thinly veiled spoof of the Kingston 
Trio, survived for nearly 20 years 
as an afterthought rattling around 
the brains of comic geniuses 
Christopher Guest, Harry Shearer 
and Michael McKean. 

During tours lampooning geri- 
atric metal groups as the legend- 
ary parody band Spinal Tap, Guest, 
Shearer and McKean indulged their 
folk leanings and transformed 
themselves into The Folksmen as 


an opening act for the hard-rocking 
Tap. As expected, their folkie alter- 
egos were heckled off the stage by 
eager (and clueless) Tap fans. 

After two decades. Guest and 
his crew shook off the criticism and 
finally found substantive time for 
the Folksmen. The result was this 
year’s funniest movie: “A Mighty 
Wind.” 

The film used a largely impro- 
vised script to tell the story of a 
recent reunion show by 1960s folk 
groups like Mitch and Mickey 


(Eugene Levy and Catherine 
O’Hara) and The New Main 
Street Singers (a “neuftet” includ- 
ing John Michael Higgins and 
Parker Posey). 

The task facing Guest and the 
cast of “A Mighty Wind” was truly 
daunting. Not only did the group 
craft wonderfully intricate char- 
acters with wildly hilarious his- 
tories, but they actually mastered 
instruments and competently wrote 


and performed fairly complex folk 
parodies. 

Just as they took Spinal Tap on 
the road following the success of the 
1984 film. Guest and most of the 
extended cast of “A Mighty Wind” 
will perform at the 9:30 Club.

Georgetown plays 
host to a world of 
independent films 

OUT&ABOUTI The bad news is that 
Traci Lords, known for her roles 
in “Blade,” “Serial Mom” and, um, 
some other movies, cancelled for 
opening-night festivities. The 
good news is that this year marks 
the third annual Georgetown Indy 
Film Fest, held Thursday through 
Sunday in Blues Alley.
